COWBRIDGE 
traders who were 
hit by the 
announcement of 
massive rises in 
business rates early 
this year are furious 
at the way the 
Welsh 
Government’s 
(WG’s) relief 
scheme is operating. 

Firstly, now that 
business rates are being 
sent out by the Vale 
Council, they are angry 
that, because councils 
have so far not been 
given WG guidelines in 
applying the relief 
scheme, they will have to 
pay the full amount now 
and until the situation is 
clarified. 

Secondly, they are 
furious that all 
businesses will benefit 
from the relief scheme -

even those who have not 
complained because their 
rates stayed broadly the 
same. 

What is more, even 
businesses whose rates 
fell at the last revaluation 
will get the same cash 
help as businesses 
hammered by the rises. 

Recently, the WG 
Finance Minister, Prof 
Mark Drakeford, 

announced that £10 
million extra would be 
made available to ease 
the plight of traders who 
were badly affected by 
the rises. 

However, when The 
GEM spoke to Sally 
Stephenson of The Pencil 
case, Cowbridge, she 
was aghast at the way the 
scheme had been 
implemented. 

She said: “It turns out 


that shops with a rateable 
value of up to £12,000 
will get £500. 

“Businesses with 
rateable values between 
£12,000 and £50,000 will 
receive a £1,500 
discount. 

“I can’t believe that 
they have distributed the 
cash this way. There are 
thousands of businesses 
out there who were not 
hit hard, and many were 
already looking at a fall 
in rates - and now they 
have been ‘compensated’ 
with a further discount. 
It’s crazy.” 

She continued: 

“Surely the WG could 
have targeted this fund 
much more sensibly? On 
top of that, they couldn’t 
even organise things in 
time for the councils to 
use the information when 
sending bills out.”

Trust's plan will 
mean ' goodbye’ to 
rusfy cattle sheds 


AS was revealed by The GEM 
last week, Cowbridge Charter 
Trust has plans for the old 
cattle market sheds that adjoin 
the town wall, and also for 
parts of Old Hall Gardens, 
writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

The Trust is applying to the Welsh 
Government for a grant from the Rural 
Community Development Fund 
(RCDF). 

The application includes building a 


canopy over the children’s story space 
outside Cowbridge Library, to enable 
year-round use, and installing an 
electronic story board, again outside 
the library, giving the history of the 
town, its gardens and its wildlife. 

A Trust spokesman said: “The 
redundant cattle sheds and pens 
adjacent to the town wall will be 
removed, ridding the town of a 
dangerous eyesore and eventually 
permitting a landscaped extension of 
the existing car park.”

LACK OF FORESIGHT BY HOUSE BUILDERS 

‘Give small developers 
a chance in the Vale’ 


F URTHER to the recent letter 

headed 4 Smaller Vale villages have 
been urbanised ’, contrary to the 
obvious desire of the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council, the issue of new builds in the 
Vale will not go away. 

It has been documented that the target of circa 
10,000 new homes was well in excess of the need 
for housing, putting it at as much as half that 
amount. I’ve seen various objections to the new 
developments. 

Unfortunately, until people start seeing these 
developments go up and the impact they will have 
on the Vale as a whole, the council will probably 
continue to build, but then it will be too late. 

Little more than 100 years ago, the Roath area in 
Cardiff was farmland. It resembled in character 
Llantwit Major, a village grown up around a manor 
house and church. Then came the industrial 
revolution and the expansion of Cardiff docks and 
first grand houses were built for wealthy 
businessmen, (many of these are now demolished), 
then more housing was built for the growing 
number of people coming to work in Cardiff. 

The roads in the Roath area were originally built

When Roger Lewis 
took over at Cardiff 
Airport I expected him 
to sort out things like 
this; he has always 
turned things round in 
previous challenges and 
the amount of public 
feeling about the T9 
deserves a definitive 
response from the top.

for trams. Now you can drive through many areas 
of Cardiff, such as Riverside, Splott and Canton 
and not see a single tree on many of the streets. 

Is this the fate in store for the Vale? Many of 
the new developments are on green belt land, 
something which the council seems to have 
conveniently overlooked, even though the 
Government has now issued a housing White Paper 
to protect forests and ancient woodland. 

Gavin Barwell, Minister of State for Housing, 
Planning and London, recently stated in an 
interview: “ We are not going to weaken the 
protections. We have a clear manifesto 
commitment. There is no need to take huge tracts 
of land out of the green belt to solve the housing 
crisis .” 

This is not a NIMBY response to housing in the 
Vale. It’s a long-term approach. We do need 
affordable housing, but not in the way the council 
is going about it. I quote a letter to The GEM in 
2015: ‘The proposer is often a UK housing 
developer with vast financial resources.’ Taylor 
Wimpy and Redrow are large developers. 

If we need housing in the Vale, why not allow 
smaller developers the chance? There are many 
innovative architects in the UK who would jump at 
the chance to design a new estate. Houses have 
been built underground, around trees, as tree 
houses and above the ground altogether. 

Large developers and councils have shown a 
distinct lack of imagination and foresight. 

Surely if we are thinking of town and country 
planning, we need to include provision for 
renewable energy? Are there any plans for solar 
panels and small wind turbines to be fitted to these 
houses? On this amount of housing, surely this 
would ease the burden on the countryside of large 
solar farms. 

I’m glad that there are still objections being 
raised to these developments, because if we don’t 
object, could we one day be living in the vast 
metropolis that is Cardiff and Bridgend combined?

Court Neil Moore, the 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, explained: 
“Guidance from Welsh 
Government on how the 
Town Centre Relief will 
be applied to business 
rates only arrived on 
Monday this week. 

“This means Small 
Business Rate Relief and 
Transitional Relief has 
been applied to all bills 
sent out to businesses, 
but Town Centre Relief 
has not. 

“The Vale Council 
will now consider the 
guidance, and decide 
whether to adopt what is 
a discretionary scheme. 
If the scheme is 
approved, business 
occupiers will be invited 
to apply for Town Centre 
Rate Relief. 

“Should they meet the 
criteria, a revised bill 
will be sent showing the 
adjusted amount.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said : “We 
recognise some 

businesses and some 
areas of Wales have been 
adversely affected by the 
independent Valuation 
Office Agency’s 

revaluation. 

“We have listened to 


small businesses’ 
concerns and introduced 
a comprehensive 

package of support, two 
bespoke relief schemes 
in 2017-18 - a 

transitional rates relief 
scheme and a high street 
rates relief scheme. This 
is in addition to the 
£100m small business 
rates relief scheme. 

“Businesses with a 
rateable value between 
£12,000 and £50,000, 
who have seen their 
rateable values rise as a 
result of revaluation, and 
who do not receive any 
other form of rates relief 
will benefit from the 
higher level of support - 
£1,500 - available from 
our £10m high street rate 
relief scheme in 2017- 
18. 

“We have worked 
closely with local 
authorities in designing 
business rates relief - all 
councils now have the 
information they need to 
implement the £200m- 
plus of rates relief 
provided by the Welsh 
Government. 

“As a result, more 
than three-quarters of all 
business ratepayers will 
receive help with their 
rates in 2017-18.”

The spokesman 
continued: “This area is 
currently a disgrace to 
the town: it is 
accessible to anyone 
from children to 
vandals. Broken parts of 
the asbestos roof have 
been smashed and litter 
the floor, along with 
broken bottles and other 
disgusting rubbish, 
creating a very 
dangerous area.” 

The clearance of the 
building and pens will 
afford an uncluttered 
view of the town wall 
not seen for nearly a 
century. 

The newly-exposed 
wall will be re-pointed, 
and restored to match 
work already carried 
out by the Trust on the 
rest of the walls. 

Low energy up- 
lighters around the 
perimeter will highlight 
one of the glories of the 
town scene and make 
the area more 
welcoming at night, 
especially to students at 
Cowbridge Community 
College.

A Trust spokesman 
told The GEM that the 
response so far had 
been overwhelmingly 
favourable.

The one under 90, 
the electronic story 
board, was still 
recording an 82 per cent 
approval rate.

'Wales should encourage 
faith tourism’ -u3aistold 


JOHN WINTON, who helped establish 
the Church Tourism Network Wales 
(CTNW), visited Cowbridge U3A recently 
to give an illustrated presentation entitled 
‘Have I got Pews for You’, which had a 
special emphasis on churches in the Vale. 

The CTNW encourages more access to places of 
worship and the advance of education through 
providing increased and better managed entry for the 
public to church buildings. 

About 20 years ago, 80 per cent of churches in 
Wales were closed except for services, but now some 
40 per cent are open daily, with another 10 per cent 
being ‘easily accessible’ (there is a nearby key 
holder available). 

The main aim is to promote visits, rather than to 
raise money (despite churches often being associated 
with fundraising for one cause or another). 

Contrary to the expected result, vandalism of 
churches has not increased with the ‘open door’ 
policy, although there have to be responsible 
measures in place such as not having valuable items 
on show or leaving donation boxes full of cash. 

Since 2000, CTNW has acted as a catalyst for 
local faith communities to participate in the tourism 
economy of Wales. Previously, very little structured 
religious tourism development activity took place in 
Wales, or in the UK as a whole, despite the fact that 
religious buildings are a huge draw for international 
visitors to Great Britain. Visiting cathedrals and 
churches is high on the list of tourist attractions. 

The ‘Faith Tourism Action Plan’ for Wales, 
launched by Edwina Hart AM in St Asaph, was 
probably the first government attempt in Europe to 
acknowledge faith tourism formally. It drew 
attention to the proud ecclesiastical heritage of the 
principality, from Tintern Abbey and Strata Florida 
to Llandaff Cathedral and the Norwegian Church in 
Cardiff. Wales has over 600 places with the word 
‘Llan’ in their name, which usually denotes a 
connection with the local saint or Our Lady. 

The Vale contains one of the best collections of 
medieval churches in Wales. There is St Illtud’s in 
Llantwit Major (Llanilltud Fawr) with its new visitor 
centre in the Galilee Chapel displaying five 
remarkable standing stones. Then there is St 
Cadoc’s in Llancarfan with its wall paintings, which 
were one of the most significant historical finds of 
recent years in Wales. The reconstructed St Teilo’s 
Church in the Museum of Welsh Life at St Fagans 


has recreated the vivid colours of the medieval wall 
paintings. 

There was mention too of the small, ancient 
church of St Brise near Eglwys Brewis, which lies 
within the boundary of Ministry of Defence land at 
St Athan. 

Wales has many old pilgrimage routes and these 
are being re-developed as walking trails, connecting 
heritage religious sites. There are new paths as well, 
such as the Cistercian Way pioneered by Professor 
Madeleine Gray (a guest speaker at Cowbridge 
U3A’s History Group last year). 

John Winton concluded his talk with a mention of 
the Living Wells Project, which aims to identify 
neglected holy wells across Wales and promote local 
engagement with them, but that, as the saying goes, 
is another story! 

Next meeting: a talk entitled ‘The Enemy we 
Killed, my Friend’, by Captain David Jones at 2pm 
on Wednesday, April 12, in Cowbridge Town Hall. 
Visitors welcome (there is a small fee, which will 
include refreshments).

A Penarth 
schoolboy has 
devised a highly 
creative revision 
product which he 
hopes will get him 
an invite to Apple’s 
World Wide 
Developers 
Conference event.

“I have also added 
revision tools such as 
multiple choice tests, 
smart recommendations 
for study, and a points

“I am also working on 
an update to this app 
which will have many 
new tools for revision, 
and I am hoping that the 
update gets me a 
scholarship for Apple’s 
World Wide Developers 
Conference event.”

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LOCAL RIDER SURVIVES HORRIFIC’ FALL 


A HORSE rider 
who was in a coma 
for 10 days after a 
horrific fall has 
praised the flying 
doctors and 
hospital surgeons 
who saved her life. 

Jan Hartland suffered 
severe chest injuries and 
a perforated lung after 
falling while riding last 
summer. Although she 
remained in Morriston 
Hospital until the 
autumn, the 64-year-old 
from Llanharan is now 
back in work. 

With her own horse 
ill, Jan was on a friend’s 
horse at Southemdown 
Common on August 31 
last year. 

“We were trotting but 
there was somebody else 
riding and they were 
galloping round and 
round, which set our 
horses off. I don’t 
remember what 
happened but suddenly 
the horse was going 
faster and I was hanging 
off. 

“The next thing I 
knew I was on the 
ground. My friend later 
told me I sat up and said 
I was okay and then I 
completely collapsed. 

“A paramedic arrived 
and made the decision to 
call the air ambulance. 
He said I wouldn’t 
survive if I went by 
road.” 

Jan had suffered a 
severe flail chest - a 
life-threatening 
condition where a

segment of the rib cage 
breaks off and becomes 
detached from the rest of 
the chest wall - and a 
perforated lung, and was 
struggling to breathe. 

The medics on board 
the Wales Air 
Ambulance charity 
helicopter who treated 
Jan were Dr Kate 
Stephens and critical 
care practitioner Chris 
Connor of EMRTS 
Cymru - Wales’ flying 
doctors service. They 
gave Jan a blood 
transfusion and a series 
of powerful painkillers, 
then put a tube into her 
airway so she could be 
placed on a ventilator. 


The crew also gave 
Jan an anaesthetic, as 
putting her to sleep 
reduced the risk of 
agitation and made the 
process of transfer to 
hospital by air more 
comfortable. 

Only EMRTS Cymru 
can undertake these 
lifesaving treatments 
outside of a hospital 
environment. 

The flight to 
Morriston Hospital took 
20 minutes, a journey 
that would have taken 
twice as long by road. 

Professor Pallister 
said: “In close liaison 
with intensive care 
doctors we operated on 


her ribs to reposition 
them correctly and fix 
them so she could begin 
to breathe normally 
again. 

“We used implants - 
tiny, purpose-made 
plates and screws - to 
reposition her ribs. 

“Jan did have some 
problems with infection 
but as she was 
previously very healthy 
she responded really 
well to treatment. 

“She is very lucky to 
be alive. If it hadn’t 
been for the EMRTS 
service she wouldn’t 
have even made it to 
hospital.” 

Jan was in an induced 


coma for 10 days. She 
required two further 
operations because of 
the infection, and was in 
Morriston Hospital for 
five weeks before 
coming home in 
October. 

“All the staff in 
Morriston’s intensive 
care unit and all the 
doctors were absolutely 
brilliant. 

“I was in Ward A after 
intensive care. It’s a 
really busy ward but 
they were wonderful. 
They really took care of 
me and they were 
always cheerful and 
positive. 

“I would also like to 
thank my local district 
nurses.” 

Jan has been given the 
all-clear and earlier this 
year returned to her part- 
time administration job 
with a cosmetics 
company. 

She still experiences 
some muscle discomfort 
and has told husband Ian 
she will not ride horses 
again, but she knows it 
could have been much 
worse. 

“The paramedic who 
was first at the scene 
saved my life by calling 
the air ambulance. Then 
the team on the 
helicopter continued to 
save my life. 

“What Professor 
Pallister and his team 
did, saved my life as 
well. Every decision 
everybody made 
contributed to me being 
here now.”

A DOUBLE 

Grammy award 
winner - who is also 
an adjudicator in 
this year’s Cor 
Cymru com¬ 

petition - has been 
astonished by the 
standards of the 
choirs in Wales. 

Christopher Tin 
believes the children’s 
choirs have set an 
incredibly high standard 
for this year’s 
competition. 

The respected 

adjudicator’s remarks 
come before the next 
episode of the S4C series 
on Sunday, March 19, 
featuring the children’s 
choirs. Four of Wales’ 
most talented children’s 
choirs will be trying to 
impress him and his 
fellow adjudicators 
Maria Guinand from 
Venezuela and Oxford 
University’s first Choral 
Professor, Edward 
Higginbottom. 

Tin said: “For an 
American like myself, 
this competition is an 
eye-opening showcase of 
the depth and quality of 
the Welsh choral 
tradition. I’m particularly 
impressed by the young 
singers - the children and 
youth categories are full 
of radiant voices who 
sing with musicality and 
sophistication.” 

Cor Cymru is held 
every two years and has 



five categories. Four 
choirs won a place in the 
semi-finals of the 
children’s choir section; 
Cor Iau Ieuenctid Mon, 
Cor Ieuenctid Mon, 
Ysgol Gerdd Ceredigion 
and Cor y Cwm from the 
Rhondda. 

When the last Cor 
Cymru competition was 
held in 2015, children’s 
choir Cor Heol y March 
near Cowbridge were the 
overall winners of the 
competition. 

Two years later, the 
conductor of Cor Heol y 
March, Eleri Roberts, is 
still extremely proud of 
the win and considers it

AM meets fisheries police

IT was a surprise meeting of

“For Rebecca, I think it was a real 
eye-opener to see how the influence of 
people from ‘back home’ spreads to all 
parts of Wales, and all walks of life. 
Matthew is an inspiration in the work 
he does, and I hope our young people 
from Ogmore are inspired to follow 
their talents wherever that takes them.”

the CCR signed the City 
Deal document in a 
ceremony at Cardiff 
Airport, following 
universal support from 
all ten councils for the 
programme. 

The City Deal 
includes funding of 
£734m for the South 
Wales Metro, of which 
over £500 million is 
provided by the Welsh 
Government and £125m 
from the UK 
Government . 

The UK Government 
has provided a £375m 
contribution, and the 10 
local authorities have 
agreed a commitment to 
borrow a combined total 
of £120million as part of 
the Wider Investment 
Fund. 

The Vale Council is 
contributing £17.9 
million. This includes the 
cost of repaying any 
loans plus the interest on 
those loans. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “This 
does assume that the 
council borrows the 
monies required to fund 
our share of the costs. 

“How the council will 
fund the allocation will 
be reviewed and included 
as part of the forward 
financial planning 
process for the council.” 

BCBC’s contribution 
is £11.28 million, and it 
is intended that this will 
be borrowed and repaid 
over 10 years.

News from the 
apiary at Fonmon 


W INTER is definitely 
giving way to spring 
and the colonies are 
busy foraging on the catkins, 
celandines, and even the few 
dandelions that are appearing. 

All of the colonies, with the 
exception of No 3 look vigorous; so 
far, no colony has been opened up and 
at the first opportunity (sunny dry 
day) No 3 will be opened and 
assessed. There are bees in this colony 
coming and going, but they appear 
somewhat sluggish. 

Losses during winter are not 
unusual, not all colonies have the 
vigour to withstand the winter 
slowdown. 

It has to be remembered that 
honeybees do not hibernate as do 
other members of the bee world. 

Given temperatures around 10°C, 
they will venture outside of the hive. 
These days, there always seems to be 
something in flower for the bees to 
find and each external investigation 
requires the expenditure of energy; 
this is supplied from the stores within 
the hive, i.e. honey or pollen. 

However, outside sources of food 
are not guaranteed, and the beekeeper 
must ensure that each colony has 


sufficient stores to see them through 
the months of reduced external energy 
sources. Let us not forget that the 
honeybee’s principal task is as a 
pollinator - and not to provide honey 
for the beekeeper! 

Flowers produce nectar and pollen 
as an inducement to all pollinators and 
in doing so, ensure the survival of not 
only their species, but that of the 
insects doing the pollinating. 

Given fair weather, the honeybee 
works very assiduously and will 
continue to do so with no period 
reached when they say ‘that is 
enough!’ 

If the blooms are out there and the 
weather remains kind, the colonies 
accumulate more than they require to 
see them through the winter, and this 
excess can be utilised by yours truly, 
the beekeeper! 

But all in the garden is not rosy! 

The countryside is much depleted 
when it comes to flora and fauna. 

The reduction in insect numbers 
can be gauged by the fact that these 
days very few motorists have to spend 
time cleaning dead insects from their 
windscreens. 

What are we going to do about this 
sad state of affairs?

THE site of the former Second World War 
German prisoner-of-war camp at Island 
Farm, Bridgend, was opened to the public 
recently, as the Hut 9 Preservation Group 
staged their first open weekend of 2017, on 
March 11-12. 

A total of 630 visitors took the opportunity to visit 
the scene of the famous ‘German Great Escape’ and 
were entertained by volunteers, who told them more 
about the history of the site. The former World War 
Two camp is sealed to visitors for much of the time, 
but several times each year the locked doors of the 
hut from which this escape was made, are opened to 
allow hundreds of visitors a rare look inside this 
unique building. 

Members of the Hut 9 Preservation Group and 
over 50 ‘living historians’, dressed in period 
uniforms, gave talks and guided tours inside the hut. 

A number of period military vehicles were also on 
site. Military historians were on hand to tell visitors 
about the history of the buildings, from their 
occupation by female workers at the nearby ordnance 
factory to the housing of hundreds of German 
prisoners of war. Also on display were original wall 
paintings made by the occupants over 70 years ago 
and rescued from some of the now-demolished huts. 

Brett Exton gave illustrated talks on the history of 
the site, and Dr Jonathan Hicks told visitors about 
the work of the group since its formation in 2012, and 
also gave an insight into that famous night in March 
1945 when 70 German prisoners made their bid for 
freedom. 

A spokesman said: “Every penny donated by 
visitors at these special openings is spent on 
improving the visitor experience. In the last two 
years, under the guidance of group member Wayne 
Gill, the group has renovated a nearby derelict 
building to convert it into a visitor centre and this 
building now contains a re-creation of the night that 
70 Germans escaped through a tunnel dug from one 
of the rooms in Hut 9. 

The group has also worked hard to kit out the 
rooms inside Hut 9 to give visitors an insight into its 
fascinating past and another newly-furbished room 
was opened for the first time for this event. 

A replica guard tower has been constructed by the 
group and a replica NAAFI cafe, staffed by 
volunteers, provided refreshments, while group 
member Stel Anthony recorded the memories of 
visitors who remembered the site in its heyday. 

Dr Hicks said: “It was apparent from the hundreds 
of positive comments made by our visitors that they 
value the work we have done to keep alive this 
important piece of Welsh history. The open weekend 
was fully booked up months in advance, which gives 
some idea of the scale of public interest in this 
historic site. 

“All 300 tickets for our June 10 event have already 
been reserved. I am now taking bookings for our 
October event, and half of the 600 tickets have 
already been snapped up. The interest in our work is 
phenomenal.” 

Donations to the Hut 9 voluntary group, which is 
seeking to ensure the future of the site, are welcomed 
and allow the group to make even more 
improvements to the building and surrounding area.

ON a day when a 
nearby industrial 
fire threatened to 
cancel Speed of 
Sight’s high-octane 
visit to Llandow 
Circuit, the only 
smoke of interest 
was from spinning 
tyres as around 20 
people sped around 
the track. 

Speed Of Sight (SOS), 
a registered charity, 
brings the track-day 
experience and the thrill 
of ‘riding the ragged 
edge’ to people with 
disabilities around the 
UK. 

The charity was 
founded by Mike 
Newman, six-time 
Guinness World Record 
holder as the fastest blind 
man on the planet on land 
and water. Formerly a 
bank manager, Mike 
broke his first land speed 
record on a motorbike, 
going on to achieve four 
more world land speed 
records in a car and, 
more recently, achieving 
the water speed record. 

Open to those with a 
disability - either from 
birth or because of 
illness, an accident or 
other injuries, and be it 
sensory loss, physical 
impairment or cognitive 
issues - the charity gives 
people the chance to 
drive dual-control track- 
day cars. 

Ten pupils from Ysgol 
Y Deri (YYD), a special 
education school in 
Penarth, were among 
those on the starting line 
on a damp track under 
expert tuition from SOS 
instructors in the dual¬ 
control cars around the 
1.5km circuit. 

Llandow Circuit was 
a RAF station, 
operational until 1957, 
and opened as a racetrack 
in 1963 by Graham Hill, 
still the only winner of 
the Triple Crown of 
Motorsport - the 
Indianapolis 500, the 24 
Hours of Le Mans and 
the Monaco Grand Prix. 
Hill was also a two-time 
Formula 1 world 
champion. 

Something of Hill’s 
skills must have 
influenced the plucky 
and lucky 10 from YYD. 

Steve Morris, a sixth- 


form teacher at YYD, 
said: “It was an amazing 
opportunity for our 
pupils to be able to 
experience driving a real 
and powerful petrol 
vehicle. Some of our 
pupils may never be 
fortunate enough to have 
a driving licence, but this 
enabled them to 
experience the thrill of 
driving. 

“They are all keen on 
cars and they study 
Mechanics one morning 
a week at Cardiff and 
Vale College, so the day 
really was right up their 
street! They are a great 
bunch on young adults 
who really deserved to 
enjoy such an 
invigorating experience.” 

One YYD pupil said: 
“It was very fast and a bit 
scary, but loads of fun!” 

Another added: “It 
made me want to be a 
professional driver when 
I’m older’ 

Sarah Pegler, of SOS, 
said: “Our mantra is 
making the impossible 
possible. “We provide 
life enhancing driving 
experiences for children 
and adults whom, 
because of their 


disability, would 

normally not have the 
opportunity to ever drive 
a car let alone enjoy 
taking the wheel of 
racing a car. 

“Well, now they can.” 

Sarah gave special 
thanks to all those that 
took part - both on and 
off the track - and 
especially Llandow 
Circuit, which donated 
the track for the day. 

Sarah added that SOS 
is booked to return to 
Llandow on October 2. 

“SOS is a charity,” 
began Sarah, “and it 
relies on the support, 
sponsorship and 

patronage of businesses 
and individuals. 

“This can include 
donations of money, 
goods or services and 
organising fundraising 
events, staff volunteers 
or by having a corporate 
track day.

Take a trip to Skull Island in a 
truly outstanding blockbuster! 


T he sight of 
King Kong, 
perched atop 
the Empire State 
Building, swatting 
bi-planes like flies 
is one of the 
indelible images of 
cinema. 

Since that 1933 film, 
Kong has been remade 
twice, in 1976 with Jeff 
Bridges and Jessica 
Lange, and in 2005 as 
Peter Jackson achieved 
his long-held dream to 
tackle the big ape. 

In an age of remakes 
and reboots, it’s 
unsurprising the King 
has remained dormant 
for so long. However, 
he makes another 
appearance in Kong: 
Skull Island, a film 
unconnected to previous 
Kong films. Set in 
1974, an expedition 
party is taken to Skull 
Island by the Monarch 
group (who you may be 
aware of from 2014’s 
Godzilla). 

In charge is Randa 
(John Goodman), who 
along with tracker 
James Conrad (Tom 
Hiddleston), 
photographer Mason 
Weaver (Brie Larson) 


ST PETER’S

‘Do we really need 
another King Kong 
film?’ was probably the 
question on most 
people’s lips when this 
film was announced. 
After all, while the 
original film is a 
classic, subsequent 
remakes have fallen 
short, so what would 
Skull Island bring to the 
table that these other 
films haven’t? 

Well, the answer is 
‘quite a lot’, as Kong: 
Skull Island is a fun, 
epic blockbuster that 
knows exactly how to 
play the rules of the 
genre and has a good 
time doing so. Under 
the direction of Jordan 
Vogt-Roberts, the film 
is a zippy thrill ride, the 


choir has visited and 
sung in cathedrals 
including St David’s, 
Brecon, Llandaff and 
Wells. 

There is a very 
supportive priest and 
congregation; the church 
has a fine ‘tracker 
action’ organ and there 
are excellent additional 
rehearsal facilities in the 
adjacent village hall.

grandiose set-pieces 
underpinned with the 
subtext of the Vietnam 
war - which gives the 
story some depth rather, 
than just be an all¬ 
action, no-thought film. 

It’s hard to believe 
that Vogt-Roberts has 
made only one feature 
film before this (the 
hugely impressive, yet 
low-key The Kings Of 
Summer). However, 
much in the same way 
Colin Trevorrow made 
the leap from indie 
filmmaking to 
blockbuster filmmaking 
with Jurassic World, so 
Vogt-Roberts has made 
the step up with ease. 

The film’s period 
means that its ripe to 
play on the aftermath of 
the Vietnam war, not 
just in narrative terms 
but also in terms of 
visuals. With golden 
sunsets and army 
choppers to the fore, the 
scent of Apocalypse 
Now is never far away, 
the visual influence of 
‘Nam movies strong but 
never overriding. 

But it’s in the set- 
pieces that the director 
shows the greatest 
confidence of all. 

Unlike Gareth Edwards’ 
Godzilla, which was 
more strait-laced, 
serious and eager to 
show off as little of the 
titular monster as 
possible, here Kong is 
front and centre, the star 
of the show - and so he 
should be.

which sees a riff on the 
Empire State Building 
sequence, this Kong is a 
mean, lean chopper- 
destroying machine, and 
the more we see of him, 
the more we learn just 
how powerful he is. 

The story may be a 
melting pot of the sort 
of films where groups 
of people are picked off 
one by one (. Jurassic 
Park/Jurassic World as 
a touchstone), but it 
never feels like its 
playing the familiarity 
card. This is partly 
through invention 
(deaths being subverted 
in clever and sometimes 
gruesome ways), partly 
through the use of 
comedic relief (best 
evidenced by John C 
Reilly’s airman, 


stranded on the island 
since World War Two), 
and partly through 
tensing the plot through 
the prism of Vietnam. 

When we meet 
Samuel L Jackson’s 
Packard, we meet a man 
numbed to the conflict 
of war, desperate for 
one last opportunity at 
battle, and Kong proves 
to be that opportunity, 
his actions and desire to 
defeat Kong going 
against the wishes of 
many of the party. Yet 
for this proud soldier, 
this is his chance to 
avenge the maelstrom 
of Vietnam, to restore 
balance. 

It’s a clever and 
intelligent note that 
plays throughout the 
film, and the similarity 
in name of Kong and 
the (Viet)Cong is 
possibly more than just 
happy coincidence. 

In such an epic 
blockbuster, it’s no 
surprise that the 
performances fall a little 
by the wayside - Tom 
Hiddleston’s character 
is nothing more than an 
alpha male leader 
devoid of personality, 
while Brie Larson’s war 
photographer is at least 
a self-sufficient female 
lead (even if she is the 
damsel in distress by 
the film’s end). 

The real joy comes 
from the background 
characters; John C 
Reilly is a scream as the 
crazy airman, Samuel L 
Jackson gives his

character a grizzled 
depth, while the likes of 
Shea Whigham, Jason 
Mitchell and Thomas 
Mann, all provide a 
satisfying dynamic as 
members of the army 
team. 

Kong: Skull Island is 
a superb take on both 
the genre and the 
character of Kong 
himself, and with his 
next appearance likely 
to be in the already- 
announced Godzilla v 
King Kong in 2020, it 
whets the appetite to see 
both this clash of the 
titans and more of the 
big old ape. 

Hopefully, Jordan 
Vogt-Roberts will be 
involved in some 
capacity, as his 
direction is a major 
reason why this is one 
of the better 
blockbusters in recent 
memory. 

VERDICT: A 
thrilling blockbuster 
ride, Jordan Vogt- 
Roberts has created a 
truly satisfying and epic 
take on the character of 
Kong in Kong: Skull 
Island. Visually 
breathtaking, it moves 
at a zippy pace, doesn’t 
lack for scale or scope, 
and with the 
performances and depth 
of narrative, gives a 
little more substance to 
the style. Highly 
recommended.

Escape from the RWC ‘pool of death’ but... 

Young Welsh wannabes may 
still have to wait their turn 




their travelling fans in Cardiff. 

It wrecked Ireland’s dream of a 
championship-deciding RBS Six Nations 
showdown with England in Dublin this 
Saturday. But, importantly for the home 
camp, it avoided Wales plunging into yet 
another dreaded ‘pool of death’ in the 
forthcoming draw for the 2019 Rugby World 
Cup in Japan, by clinging on to a top-eight 
world ranking. 

Instead, after England’s 61-21 rout of the 
shell-shocked Scots, it is the Irish - who alone 
can halt the men in white’s seemingly 
unstoppable march to a historic back-to-back 
Grand Slam - that will be most concerned 
with redefining their global status in the final 
clash of the tournament at the Aviva stadium. 

Certainly, that sobering Twickenham 
scoreline will have given the Welsh and Irish 
camps serious cause for reflection, having 
both suffered defeat at the hands of the Scots 
(29-13 and 27-22 respectively); with English 
pundits claiming there is now a yawning gap 
between Eddie Jones’ men and the rest - 
something the proud Irish, who can point to a 
recent win over the All Blacks, have one last 
chance to refute before the tournament ends 
this weekend. 

As for the Welsh camp, of course, the 
celebrations and palpable sense of relief, 
epitomised by the coaches’ group hug in the 
stadium as the final whistle blew on a well- 
deserved victory, would have been tempered 
by the knowledge that despite the vastly- 
improved display after the Scotland no-show, 
and though absolutely critical in terms of 
RWC rankings, it was far from being the 
complete error-free performance they are 
striving for. 


Within five minutes of the kick-off, they 
were three points behind after conceding a 
penalty to the waiting boot of outside half 
Johnny Sexton, and almost immediately, 
could have gone further behind to the first of 
three near-interceptions of opposite number 
Dan Biggar’s flat passes as Wales, to their 
credit, sought to move the ball in a fast and 
furious first quarter of bone-crunching 
tackles on both sides, that saw Sexton leave 
the field injured to be temporarily replaced 
by Paddy Jackson. 

Fired up Wales immediately took 
advantage of his absence and the green 
defence was suddenly stretched wide by a 
crossfield move that saw a happily back-to- 
form George North go over in the corner for 
a try which full back Leigh Halfpenny, who 
was to have a day of mixed fortunes, failed to 
convert. 

The visitors were immediately stung into 
attack and the resulting pressure told when 
Wales conceded another penalty, which 
Jackson lofted over, before making way for 
the returning Sexton. 

Then it was Ireland’s turn to desperately 
defend their try line, as centre Jonathan 
Davies was pulled down inches short; and 
Sexton having to leave the field for a second 
time, metaphorically clutching a yellow card. 

Halfpenny kicked the simple penalty from 
in front of the posts, to give Wales an 8-6 lead 
at halftime. 

With Sexton still in the ‘sin bin’, it took 
Wales just three minutes to extend this to 15- 
6 with a second touchdown by North, 
converted by Halfpenny, and hostilities were 
then renewed with a vengeance, the tenacious 
Welsh defence being tested to the utmost, 


relieved only by Irish failings in execution, 
but finally conceding a controversial penalty 
by Sexton, now returned to the fray, as both 
sides’ replacements waded into the action. 

An eventful last quarter saw a drop goal 
attempt by Biggar hit an upright and a 
clearance kick almost charged down - and 
was marked by resolute Welsh defence in the 
face of increasingly desperate Irish attacks as 
time began to run out. 

Ireland were thwarted by an unforced error 
just when it seemed the forwards were about 
to drive over the line, threatening all too 
familiar last-gasp heartbreak for Welsh 
players who had given their all. 

Happily, though, on this occasion it was not 
to be, as replacement centre Jamie Roberts 
snapped up a charge-down and sealed the 
victory by muscling over at the posts. 

Halfpenny slotted over the simple 
conversion to make the final score 22-9 and 
relieve pressure on caretaker Robert Howley 
and his fellow coaches, who had gambled on 
an unchanged starting line-up, despite clarion 
calls from all sides to ring the changes. 

The question then was, would he say a 
wary ’same again’ against the unpredictable 
French in Paris on Saturday - or succumb to 
the critics’ calls and take his final Six 
Nations’ opportunity to test other young 
Welsh wannabes waiting in the wings? 

Or, true to form, would he go for safety first, 
knowing that despite the heartening win, there 
is still much to put right - and continue to view 
making changes as too much of a gamble - 
when this up and down Six Nations 
tournament has again underlined that Wales 
are still well short of achieving the ultimate 
goal - consistency!

L AST week, when the national 
media were almost unanimously 
writing off Welsh chances against 
title-hunting Ireland on Friday evening 
in Cardiff, this column 
concluded... ‘Wales will run out as bookies’ 
underdogs, but that is a mantle they don 
easily; and this talented squad know that if 
they can only remember how good they are, 
and replicate the wonderfully-committed 
display that almost undid England, victory is 
well within their grasp.’ 

As it out turned out, they did ... and it was!
